We have lost a friend. 

Darcy Neuberger, one of two teachers at the 
Sierra Madre Total Day Care program died this 
weekend in an automobile accident while on a 
camping trip. Miss Neuberger, along with Mrs. 

Wright, cared for my son, Peter, and about 21 other 
children attending Sierra Madre School. 

Last summer 1 discovered that our primary 
school was to be provided with a ‘‘total day care 
program.” An on-site day care facility for children 
of working parents was to be ours. So those who 
had jobs that dictated their leaving as early as 
7 a.m. or arriving home as late at 6 p.m. had 
been rescued from the anxiety of long-distance 
parenting. 

This program was a long-overdue necessity for 
most working parents. Eagerly, we enrolled our 
children. 

For the first time since pre-school was my 
maternal mental checklist eliminated — no longer 
did I have the daily worry of whether the sitter would 
arrive on time, be sick, or provide my child with 
appropriate snacks or activities. (Those concerns 
of course followed the 2 - 2:30 p.m. worry if he 
made it home OK, though he had only four blocks 
to go from school to home.) 

Miss Neuberger and Mrs. Wright seemed to 
have an inexhaustible supply of energy, talent, 
ingenuity, ideas and love for our children. We could 
trust them. 

Miss Neuberger had the capacity to bridee the 
gap between kid and adult. Sometimes dressed in 
overalls and T-shirt, with her long brown hair 
hanging straight down her back, you knew these 
kids could understand somoeone who looked like 
them. And when she made rules — whether it was 
a kid’s rule regarding homework, or an adult rule 
about picking up kids on time — she used her 
maturity, intelligence and skills to explain why the 
rules needed to work that way. And boy, could she 
draw. 

She never claimed to have all the answers — 
for either the kids or their parents. But she did an 
incredible job in helping kids and parents in the 
growing process. And she allowed herself to be 
vulnerable. 

I spoke with her last Wednesday afternoon, 
for almost an hour, about my son’s needs, 
strengths and weaknesses. 1 was delighted 
with this woman’s perceptiveness and sensitivity. 

And 1 was moved by her passion. She cared 
deeply for my son’s well-being. She called upon her 
deepest resources to make these 5- to 9-year-olds 
happy people. 

Her understanding of my son she said was borne 
of familiarity with the condition of experiencing 
life through the heart. She said, in fact a number 
of times during our talk, ‘‘I experience life through 
my heart first, and then my head.” She gestured 
this remark with a fist slowly rising up in front 
of her chest, ending with her index finger lapping 
her temple. It is a special and wondrous way to live, 
but not without its bumps and bruises. 

My child is a happier boy today for having 
spent the last nine months with Miss Neuberger. 

My relationship with him is enhanced from our both 
being near Miss Neuberger. And this makes me a 
happier mother. 

1 celebrate her touch on our lives and mourn 
Its abrupt end. 

The fact of her death is stuck in my heart. 

Signs on utility 
poles are illegal 

In an earlier editorial we interviewed Sierra 
Madre Police Chief Bill Betts about the illegal 
action of sticking signs on utiiity poles around 
the city. 

Keith LeFever, Edison city/area manager, 
sides with Betts and reports that posting poli¬ 
tical placards or notices regarding community 
events or sales ‘‘on utility poles and support 
structures Is prohibited by the California Penal 
code. 

‘‘One of the reasons for this law Is con¬ 
cern for the safety of linemen and the need 
to protect them from hazardous conditions 
arising from nails and other fasteners holding 
the placards,” he said recently. 

He expresses his appreciation to election 
campaigners ‘‘who have refrained from posting 
signs on poles In recent years.” He also urges 
new campaign workers to cooperate with the 
regulation. 

Poles, he says, are the private property 
of utilities. They are not bulletin boards for 
public use. 

We all need to remind ourselves of this 
and take a look at the poles around us. If 
we see signs tacked up haphazardly, we should 
feel free to tear them down or call the local 
police to carry out the penal code.

One of the most impor- ^ 
tant issues in the June 8 elec¬ 
tion is Proposition 9 for the 
construction of several major 
water facilities plus the Peri- | 
pheral Canal. 

The Canal would move 
Sacramento River water 
around the Sacramento - San 
Joaquin Delta rather than al¬ 
lowing it to move through 
the natural channels of the 
Delta, this for the purpose 
of improving water quality, . 
providing fishery protection 
and bringing additional waier 
to central and southern Cali¬ 
fornia. The issue has gener¬ 
ated heated debate. 

We present here a sum¬ 
mary of the principal points, 
the arguments for the Peri¬ 
pheral Canal being supplied 
by Citizens for Water, the 
opposed position by Cali- 
forninans for a Fair Water 
Policy and the Working Al¬ 
liance to Equalize (Water) 
Rates. 

— - 1. DROUGHT — For: 
On average, California suf¬ 
fers one dry year in every 
four. Surplus water in nor¬ 
mal years could be stored for 
use during the dry periods. 

Against: Drought condi¬ 
tions can be handled by stor¬ 
ing surpluses in existing 
basins, by transfers between 
districts and by lining canals 
to reduce seepage loss. 

— 2. FISH & WILDLIFE — 
For: The Peripheral Canal 
will protect and improve 
water quality, screens will be 
installed to protect migrating 
fish. 

Against: The best environ¬ 
mental protection is to leave 
the Delta water alone. The 
Canal could disturb the exist¬ 
ing salt water-fresh water 
balance.
